New York, June 9 (By the Asso­ 
ciated Press).—The full text of the 
treaty of peace with the Central 
Powers, which has been the subject 
of discussion in the United States 
senate for a wreek or more, has 
bei n brought to this 
country 
by 
Frazier Hunt, a correspondent ol 
the Chicago Tribune, and is being 
syndicated to newspapers in this 
country 
in 
copyrighted sections. 
The first section appeared today. 
Mr. H unt says the 
copy 
of 
the 
treaty he brought here is one of 
the original draft and was obtained J 
in Paris . It is printed in French 
and English. 
It contains 416 pages 
and about 75,000 words. 
Mr. H unt says it is quite easy to 
obtain G erm an translations of the 
treaty 
in 
Germany 
and 
neutral 
countries, but these 
have 
oinis- 
omissions 
and 
are 
without the 
maps which his original draft copy 
contains. 
The summary of the treaty as 
published in this country, Mr. Hunt 
states, substantially carries the im­ 
portant points of the full treaty, 
and only in a few places are there 
omissions. 
These, he says, occur 
in the section in reference to Hu­ 
s s a r valley and 
on 
international 
labor legislation. 
Another American correspondent 
abroad secured and mailed a copy of 
the treaty, but the British censor 
held it up, according to a statem ent 
in th e new spaper he represents. A

Feed grain in a deep litter on the 
floor and make the hens exercise for 
It. 
The mash may be fed either wet 
or dry, and should be so regulated 
that the fowls will get about equal 
parts of mash and of the scratch 
grains. It is necessary to give the 
fowls plenty to eat to get good results 
but the birds* should always be eager 
for each feed. 
In cold weather feed 
about oue-third of the scratch grains 
in the morning and two-thirds at 
night. In this way the le ns are forced 
to exercise more than if they receive 
all the grain they desire at the morn­ 
ing feed. 
A good scratch mixture 
may be made of (‘qual part s.* by weight. 
of cracked corn. wheat ami oats; and 
a mash may be made of two parts 
cornmeal and one part each of wheat 
bran, wheat middlings and beef .scrap. 
Green feed. such as cabbage's, mangel 
wurzel beets, cut alfalfa, or sprouted 
outs, should hi 
supplied to replace 
Hie green feed which the fowls have 
been securing in the fields; and beef 
or fish scrap, skim milk, cut green 
bum*, or some similar feed is needed 
to replace the l ugs which the fowls 
have been getting on tile range. Beef 
scrap or fwd of this nature is very es­ 
sential in securing a good supply of 
•cgs during the winter months.
